None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 20 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed "at least two spaced-apart bistatic radar sensors 
"independent, asynchronous carrier-frequency oscillator and a modulator 
assigned to each one of the at least two radar sensors and ""analyzing unit 
for a cross-echo Doppler signal ..." taken together and taken in the overall 
context of independent claim 20. 

Dependent claims 21-38 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 20 is allowable.
